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STATE AUDITOR’S REPORT 


The Town Records ‘were audited by M. W. Bragdon of 
the State Audit Department on October 28, 1941, for the 
years of 1939 and 1940, and the following comments were 
included with the Auditor’s report: 


CASH: 


All cash recorded as received was properly accounted 
for and deposited. 


Payments were made by check from authorized 
warrants. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 


TAXES: 


The 1940 tax commitment was added and found to 
agree with the |Assessors’ records. The total commitment 
was accounted for by cash, discount, abatements, $345.74 
collected but not turned in, and those taxes still unpaid as 
shown on Schedule 2. 


Your Collector should be more prompt in paying over 
to the Treasurer all money received. on taxes, excise taxes 
and interest that may be collected. A complete settlement 
should be made at least once each month, .as provided by 
statute, and final settlement made jwhen the books are closed 
on February 1st each year. 


TAX LIENS AND DEEDS: 


It appeared that all jcollections on tax liens and deeds 
during the year had been properly accounted for. Those still 
unpaid are shown on Schedules 3 and 4. 


TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust fund investments, shown on Schedule 6, were 
checked. Income from the Cemetery Funds in the amount 
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of $897.95 has not been used and is on deposit in a separate 
bank account. The amount withdrawn appears to have been 
properly accounted for. 


The trustees of the Ministerial and School Fund re- 
. fused to allow our auditor to check these accounts. We ques- 
tion their authority for so doing and would suggest that 
inasmuch as the town is liable for the proper investment 
and use of this fund, that the town elect the jtrustees and 
demand that their accounts be audited at the same time the 
town accounts are checked, also that the trustees be in- 
structed to make a complete and detailed report to the town 
to be incorporated in the yearly town report. 


GENERAL: 


The accounts of the Excise Tax Collector were checked 
and it appeared that he had accounted for all cash collected 
as recorded on his receipts. 


A test check was made of paid bills and as far as our 
examination went, all appeared to be proper charges and 
correctly recorded. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external 
verification was made of your asset or liability accounts. 


Up to the time the Town Reports for 1941 went to print 
the State Auditor had been unable to audit the books for the 
year ending Feb. 1, 1942.

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REPORT OF HEALTH NURSE 


In each type of public health nursing, whether it be 
school, tuberculosis, industrial, communicable disease or 
general family service there are so many possibili- 
ties for betterment that it is impossible to say which is most 
important. However, there is little doubt that problems in 
all these services would be lessened if each baby had the 
right start in life. During the past year, while a generalized 
public health program has been carried on by the State Bu- 
reau of Health, the emphasis has been placed on work with 
the expectant mother, the infant and young child. 


Home visits were made to expectant mothers to explain 
the need of medical care; those not already under medical 
supervision were urged to secure care as early as possible; 
those under care were given help as needed, with plans for 
confinement, interpreting their ‘doctor’s orders, advice on 
better diets and better general health habits. 


Infants and preschool children were visited to assist 
with or advise on general nursing care, diets, habit train- 
ing, communicable disease or other problems. 


Two child health conferences were held and were well 
attended. The children were given an examination by a doc- 
tor and immunizations were given to prevent diphtheria and 
smallpox. These conferences were ‘sponsored by the Farm 
Bureau and they furnished the volunteer assistance needed. 


All the school children above the third grade were given 
hearing tests with the use of the State Audiometer. The rest 
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of the tests and inspections have been done by the teachers, 


the nurse acting in an advisory capacity. 


It is encouraging to know that parents are responding 
to the need of dental corrections for the children. In one 
section of the town a mother’s club has started to raise 
money for a dental clinic for the young children. 


The nurse has assisted in caring for crippled children 
and others with communicable disease. Assistance has also 
been given with plans for medical examinations, x-rays and 
clinic attendance. 


Volunteers and local organizations have helped to make 
the work more successful.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Livermore: 


I herewith present my annual report of the condition 
of the schools of Livermore together with an itemized ac- 
count of all income and expenditures for the year ending 
February 1, 1942. 


All the school buildings are in good condition. The 
schools are well equipped with furniture, textbooks, sup- 
plies, maps, globes, drinking fountains and libraries. 


For the past few years there has been too large a turn- 
over in our teaching force. It has been necessary each year 
to draw from the ranks of the inexperienced two thirds of 
our teachers. This policy cannot continue if we are to have 
the type of school we desire. The shortage of elementary 
teachers is growing more and more acute. The cost of 
living has increased to such an extent that a teacher now 
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receiving a wage of twenty dollars per week will find it of 
no greater value to her than a fifteen-dollar-a-week check 
of two years ago. With this in mind, a bonus was granted 
each teacher for the first twenty weeks of the school year 
-and it is hoped that another may be granted in June. 


You may recall that in my report of last year I sug- 
gested that our citizens become interested in certain bills 
being considered at that time by our State Legislature. 
Several of our citizens did respond to this suggestion with 
the result that your town received from the equalization 
fund, to be expended during the year, the amount of 
_ $4,072.00. This is at least $1,500.00 more than had been 
previously received in a single year. 


Last year we thought we might be called upon to de- 
fend our free institutions and our way of life. This year we 
know that this very task is ours. Weare at war. Two types 
of defense engage our attention. Both are vital. The first 
is military and requires an all out and immediate effort. 
The second is civil and requires farsightedness and long dis- 
tance planning. The first has to do with winning the war 
while the second has to do with winning and preserving the 
peace which must follow. This is the challenge to our 
public schools.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE—1942 


Officers and Citizens, Livermore, Maine: 


During the past year we have all been vitally war cons- 
cious. Many of us public health nurses find it difficult 
to remain at home and do the same thing day after day, 
when our nurse friends and classmates are serving with 
our Army and Navy here and in foreign fields. We are 
encouraged by our counselors and nursing organizations to 
continue with the work for which we are trained as they 
feel we are contributing to “total defense”, that our role 
is a vital one, that through our work in homes, schools and 
communities we are helping to build up the man power of 
the nation. Convincing others of the value of good health 
so they will want it and will work for it is not very dra- 
matic but it is the service the public health nurse offers 
for the ‘“homefront”. A visit to an expectant mother to 
advise on the importance of medical care as early as pos- 
sible in pregnancy, a visit to a crippled child to advise 
clinic attendance for diagnosis or treatment, a visit to the 
mother of a new bom baby to show her how to fix the 
baby’s formula, a visit to a parent of a school child to ad- 
vise on the need of vision correction, these and other visits 
do not appear to be defense services but they may influence 
the future health and happiness of some individual. While 
the emphasis has been placed on “defense” and there have 
been many new demands, as teaching classes, recruiting 
volunteers, assisting local defense committees and such, at 
the same time a generalized public health program has been 
carried on. A summary of the work of the past year is as 
follows: 


There were 71 children vaccinated against smallpox 
and 5/7 given diphtheria immunizations. 
There were 10 visits made to tuberculosis cases, either 


active cases, contacts or suspects, to help plan for x-rays, 
chest examinations, skin tests, etc. 
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There were 44 visits made to maternity patients, to 
help plan for medical and nursing care, interpret doctor’s 
orders, demonstrate care of mother and baby, advise on 
diets and general good health habits. 


There were 56 visits made to infants and 54 to pre- 
school children. These visits were made to advise or 
assist with general care, diets, habit training, protection 
from communicable disease and other problems as they 
arose. 


Twenty visits were made on behalf of school children 
to advise and help parents plan for correction of defects. 


There were 9 visits to crippled children to help plan 
for clinic attendance, examinations and care in the home. 


There were 2 well child health conferences held during 
the summer in cooperation with the Farm Bureau. A 
total of 25 children were examined by a local doctor, 
assisted by the nurse. 

There was 1 Red Cross Home Nursing course completed 
and certificates issued. 

During the year there has been much more interest in 
dental care and corrections and a noticeable increase in 
other corrections. 

Parents, teachers, local officials and organizations have 
all played their part in making the public health program 
_ more successful.

SUPERINTENDENT. OF SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
the Town of Livermore: 


I herewith present by twelfth annual report of the con- 
dition of the schools of Livermore together with an item- 
ized account of all income and expenditures for the year 
ending Feb. 1, 1943. 


The physical conditions of all school buildings is very 
good. The heating plants have given very little trouble 
and they are in good condition. All schools are well sup- 
plied and equipped with desks, maps, globes, textbooks and 
other supplies. 


Referring to the teachers directory it is very noticeable 
that but a single teacher could be retained for the current 
year. However, experienced teachers were secured in all 
schools with the exception of Riverside and Center. In 
these two schools cadet teachers have been supplied by 
Gorham State Normal School. These teachers have com- 
pleted three years of study at the Normal School and are 
doing their practice teaching in our schools under the direc- 
tion of a supervisor. Although it is necessary to change 
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teachers in the middle of the year, the fact that the super- 
visor is retained for the entire year, this change is made 
with very little loss of progress to the schools. The work 
carried on by the first group of cadets was very satisfac- 
- tory and the girls who have come to us-for the second 
half year will doubtless prove as satisfactory. I believe 
the work they are doirig is very complimentary to their 
school and to the cadets as individuals. 


The fuel situation at Riverside is well nigh desperate. 
At this writing it is difficult to say how long we shall be 
able to continue this school. Unless supplementary oil 1s 
made available the present supply will be exhausted by 
March lst. I would suggest that plans be made immedi- 
ately for the conversion to some other type of fuel. The 
building at Riverside houses almost exactly one-half the 
number of pupils in the town. Although the trustees of 
the Livermore School district and the Superintending 
school committee get along with absolutely no friction, it 
seems to me that the duties of each should be definitely 
decided upon so that the conditioning of the building for 
school purposes be assigned to the proper group. The 
sewer has been giving considerable trouble because of roots 
that are filling the tile pipe. Temporary repairs have been 
made but it will probably be necessary to replace some of 
the glazed tile with material through which roots cannot 
pass. 


School Lunches 


A limited variety of surplus commodities have been 
available during the year. It is suggested that a fund be 
provided to supplement these in order that at least one hot 
dish be provided each school day. In all the schools ex- 
cept at Center and North Livermore, hot lunches have been 
provided under the supervision of the teachers with the 
assistance of generous volunteer parents. 
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Conclusion 


In the year to come we must expect upsets and changes 
which would not be tolerated under more settled condi- 
tions. We must not get confused or discouraged but on 
the other hand, think clearly and act wisely and whatever 
happens, do our utmost to keep our schools functioning. 

“Sigh as we may for the status quo, the profound con- 
viction has been borne in upon most of us that we are 
living in a world where there is no status, and very little 
quo. We are like sailors on a ship driving before a gale 
on a stormy sea. We may regret the safe harbor, but the 
tempest hurries us on. We must navigate in the gale, not 
spend our time wishing for sunlight and a calm sea.”

TOWN WARRANT 


To P. M. Brown, Constable of the Town of Livermore 
County of Androscoggin and State of Maine, 


Greeting : 


In the name of the State of Maine you are required to 
notify and warn the Inhabitants of the Town of Livermore, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to assemble at the 
Vestry of the Universalist Church in Brettuns Mills in 
said Town of Livermore on the first day of March, A.D. 
1943, at 8.00 o’clock in the forenoon, there and then to act 
act on the following articles to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose by ballot the following town officers 
for the ensuing year in accordance with Section 2, Chapter 
70 of the Public Laws of 1921 of Maine, to wit: Town 
Clerk, one Selectman for two years, one Selectman for 
three years, one Assessor and one Overseer of Poor for 
two years, and one Assessor and one Overseer of Poor for 
three years, Town Treasurer, member of the School Board 
for three years, Road Commissioner and Tax Collector. 

The Polls or Ballot Box for receiving ballots for the 
above mentioned Officers shall be closed at 1 P.M. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the re- 
ports of the several Town Officers for the past year. 


Art. 4. To choose one member of the Livermore 
School District for three years. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to defray town charges for the ensuing year or act 
anything in relation thereto. 
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Art. 6. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of Poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $2,920 to pay on Principal and Interest on Town of 
Livermore 4% Bonds. 


Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the support of Common Schools for the ensuing 
year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 9. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the conveyance of scholars or act anything 
in relation thereto. 


Art.-10. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the repair of Schoolhouses for the ensuing 
year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 11. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to pay the tuition of High School Scholars for the 
ensuing year or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 12. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to be expended on Roads and Bridges in winter or 
act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 13. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise to be expended on Roads and Bridges in summer 
or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will instruct the Selectmen 
to reserve 20% of the Summer Road money until September 
20th for emergencies which may arise, or act anything 
in relation thereto. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money and how much for cutting bushes for the ensuing 
year or act anything in relation thereto. 
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Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to appropriate and raise for State Aid Construction (in 
addition to amounts regularly raised for ways, highways 
and bridges) under the provisions of Section 19, Chapter 
28, Revised Statutes of 1930 or under the provisions of 
Chapter 213 Public Laws of 1941. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $1,150 for maintenance of State and State Aid High- 
ways. | 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $793, the amount required by the State for the main- 
tenance of the improved section of Third Class Road or 
to be used in connection with the Third Class Apportion- 
ment made by the State for the improvement of Third 
Class Roads (See Sec. 4, Chap. 260, P. L. 1929). 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for Electric Lights for the ensuing year or act any- 
thing in relation thereto. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for the observance of Memorial Day to be expended 
under the direction of the Women’s Relief Corps of Turner. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to accept a road 
as laid out by the Selectmen, beginning at the junction of 
road leading from State Road a distance of fifty feet past 
house of Joseph LePage, and raise money for same or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote to charge 6% 
interest on all unpaid taxes as of Dec. 15, 1943. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to have the Liver- 
more Falls Fire Department answer all calls for fires, the 
same charges to be made as are made to the town of Jay or 
act anything in relation thereto. 
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Art. 24. To see if the town will appoint a Budget Com- 
mittee or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 25. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
_ Selectmen on behalf of the town, to sell and dispose of any 
real estate acquired by the town for nonpayment of taxes 
thereon on such terms as they deem advisable and execute 
Quit Claim Deeds for such property. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will authorize its Treas- 
urer to make Temporary Loans, said loans to be approved 
by the Selectmen and not to exceed the total tax levy of the 
preceeding municipal year in which they were made, said 
loans to be paid out of money raised by taxes during the 
current year in which said loans are made in accordance 
with the provisions of Section 3, Chapter 5 of the Revised 
Statutes of Maine and all acts amendatory thereof and 
additional thereto. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $200 for Public Health Nursing, said sum to be expended 
by the State Bureau of Health for local services, or act 
anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise $75 for 
services of Health Doctor or act anything in relation 
thereto. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $64 for Dental Hygiene or act anything in relation there- 
to. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $250 to cooperate with the Maine Forest Service and the 
Federal Government in the control of White Pine Blister 
Rust in accordance with the Revised Statutes Chapter 11, 
Sections 62-63-64 or act anything in relation thereto. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to sell the Town 
Farm or act anything in relation thereto. 
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Art. 32. To see if the town will vote to pay the same 
wages on the road as are paid by the State. 


Art. 33. To see what action the town will take regard- 
ing unexpended balances appropriated previously for tar 
and other special road projects. 


Art. 34. To act on any other business that may legally 
come before this meeting.
